cal interest in the radio address 
President Roosevelt 
will

from Hyde Park Friday night is 
rising to fever pitch in Washing­ 
ton. 
The impression is growing 
that it ranks in political import­ 
ance in the president’s own judg­ 
ment with his acceptance speech­ 
es in 1932 and 1936 and the in­ 
augurals of 1933 and 1937.

al elections. 
Among them, these 
seem outstanding:

CHAMBERLAIN SAYS 
SPANISH WAR NO 
LONGER MENACE 


London, Nov. 2 p<P)—Prime Min­ 
ister Neville Chamberlain won hii 
overwhelming victory tonight in the 
house of commons which approved 
by 345 votes to 138 his determined 
decision to bring the April 16 An- 
glo-ltalian friendship pact into oper­ 
ation. 
Before the vote Chamberlain de­ 
clared the Spanish war wus "no 
longer a menace to the peace of 
Europe,’’ and urged parliamentary 
approval 
of immediate effective­ 
ness of his accord with Premier 
Mussolini. 
Opposed by Eden 
No date has been formally set 
for the treaty to become effective, 
but political observers believed No­ 
vember 15 the most likely day. 
Sharp opposition 
developed 
In 
the house of commons, however. 
Anthony Eden, who resigned last 
February 20 as foreign secretary 
because 
of 
dissatisfaction 
with 
Chamberlain's 
policies, 
accused 
Italy of lacking good faith. Arthur 
Greenwood, laborite, declared the 
price of the Anglo-Italian agree­ 
ment signed the day before last 
Easter “is going to be paid by the 
people of Spain.” 
In a moving passage of his re­ 
marks Chamberlain frankly sought 
to justify the accord with Italy on 
tile basis, among other tilings, of 
Mussolini's intervention with Adolf 
Hitler to bring about the Munich 
conference in the darkest hour of 
the September Czechoslovak crisis. 
Mussolini Praised 
“lf any justification is required 
for tho policy of the government iii 
closing our differences with Italy 
it surely can be found in the action 
of Signor Mussolini when, at ray 
request, lie used his Influence with 
Herr Hitler in order to make time 
for the discussion which led up to 
the Munich agreement. 
"By that ai tion the 
peace 
of 
Europe was saved," he said. 
“Does anybody suppose that my 
request to Mussolini to Intervene 
would have met that response from 
him, or indeed that I could have 
made such a request, if our rela­ 
tions with Italy bud remained what 
they were 18 mouths ago?’’ 
The Aiiglo-Italian agreement was 
designed to be comprehensive ad­ 
justment of all conflicts of Interest 
of the two powers in the Mediter­ 
ranean, the Near East, Africa and 
Spain. 
Its operation has been in

before the strike we knew that we 
needed assistance,” Mr. Sayles is 
quoted as saying. “ State police in­ 
formed us that they had received 
orders from Lansing to stay out 
of the strike. So we took law into 
our own hands and defended our 
peace 
and 
honor. 
During 
the 
height of the riot a police car 
stood idly by watching with their 
hands tied. After we had driven 
the strikers out we were threaten­ 
ed that thousands 
would 
return 
and clean out Newberry. So we 
appealed by telephone to the gov­ 
ernor’s office. The governor was 
out of town as usual but his sec­ 
retary told us that he could do 
nothing. However, he said that he 
would send up a man to investi­ 
gate. Why, that was like telling 
a strong man who was about to 
be murdered, that we can’t pro­ 
tect you, but we promise you a 
good funeral. Finally, when it was 
all over, Newberry was lousy with 
police cars.” 
Mr. Sayles declared that a com­ 
munistic plague is descending up­ 
on our country. He said that the 
whole new deal 
set-up 
appears 
like a planned rebellion with an 
eventual dictatorship. And it is all 
starting in Michigan. 
He stated 
that the entire Democratic ticket 
is endorsed by communists and he 
stated that if the Democratic tic­ 
ket goes over the communists will 
take credit for swinging the elec­ 
tion and expect favors for doing 
so.

Two-year terms minimize 
the possibility of recall elections. 
Wayne Father of Idea 
The subject received favorable 
consideration during the 1937 leg­ 
islative session, when a Joint reso­ 
lution submitting

constitu­ 
tional change was approved. The 
Wayne county officials were the 
sparkplugs in the campaign that 
won favorable legislature action. 
W hether the people are willing 
to wait four years instead of two 
to correct any mistakes they have 
made, remains to be seen. Gener­ 
ally speaking, many thought that 
if the amendment were approved, 
it would not become effective un­ 
til the 1940 election, but such is 
not the case.

The amendment would create a 
Judiciary commission, 
the 
mem­ 
bers of which would Include; 
A justice of the state supreme 
court, elected by the court. 
A circuit judge elected by the 
circuit court judges. 
A probate Judge elected by the 
probate judges. 
Three electors, not lawyers, ap­ 
pointed by the governor. 
Three members of the bar ap­ 
pointed by commisslonesrs of the 
slate bur. 
As to the political complexion 
of the commission, the proposal 
says: 
‘‘No more than two in each of 
the groups appointed by the gov­ 
ernor and commissioners of the 
state bar, shall 
belong 
to 
the 
same political party, and no mem­ 
ber of said groups shall hold any 
other political office.” 
And, further to strengthen the 
nonpartisan phase of the commis­ 
sion, there is this prohibition: 
“ No, member of the Judiciary 
commission shall be

The amendment also provides 
that the Judiciary commissioners 
would serve staggered terms. The 
terms of the justices would be for 
eight years, unless appointments 
were made to fill 
vacancies.

In the last 80 years 4 5 Justices 
have sat on the

Ifcold and Killing Frosts 
Not Yet Recorded By 
Weather Bureau 


NAHM A NEWS 


October 
was 
an 
abnormally 
warm 
m onth, 
according to the 
monthly meteorological summary 
issued by W. T. Lathrop, m eteor­ 
ologist, of the Escanaba station 
of the United States w eather bu­ 
reau. 
No record was broken by 
the higher tem peratures, however, 
although the mean for the month 
was five degrees above normal. 
The October mean was 51.2 de­ 
grees, w hile norm al is 46.0 de­ 
grees. 
October 1937 was 43, as 
was the sam e month in 1936. 
No killing frost has been re­ 
corded at the w eather bureau so 
far this fall, and the tem perature 
has not fallen below the freezing 
point. 
This is the first year in 
the history of the local station 
that killing frost or freezing tem ­ 
perature has not been recorded by 
this date. 
The coldest day of the m onth 
was Saturday, October 22, when 
the minimum tem perature was 33 
degrees. 
On th at day the highest 
wind velocity of the month was 
recorded, 38 miles per hour. Much 
damage was done M erchants dock 
and Stephenson dock by the blow, 
which piled up huge waves that 
came rolling in from the north­ 
east. 
The wind was the strongest 
Liince 1899, for the month of Oc- 
rtober. 
Saturday the 22 was also the 
day on which the greatest precipi­ 
tation for the month was record­ 
ed. 
The total for the 24 hour per­ 
iod 
was 
1.56 
inches, and the 
mean for the month was .34 inch­ 
es above normal. 
The highest tem perature was 
71 degrees, recorded on October 
14. 
Frost has been observed on four 
mornings, with three light frosts 
and one heavy one on the 25th. 
There have been IO clear days, 
5 partly cloudy, and 16 cloudy, 
with m easurable precipitation on 
eleven days. 
Sleet was observed 
only once, on October 22.

Play Called “Panic” 


HERMANSVILLE

New York— An acting boy mar­ 
vel named Orson Welles made Ilia 
first important Broadway appear-j 
anre three and a half years ago 
in "Panis!", a play written 
by 
Archibald M addish. 
This fits in. 
by mere coincidence, 
with 
the 
fantastic events 
of 
the 
other 
night, when 
a 
national panic 
broke out over Welles' too-realis- 
tic broadcast of an air raid from 
Mars. 
No one regrets the subsequent 
mass hysteria 
more 
than 
the 
young star whose dynamic 
per­ 
formances in the past have been 
greeted by critics 
as 
"stark," 
"vivid." "grim." "dramtic" 
and 
"eccentric." 
As "The Shadow" 
whose hollow laughter 
used 
to 
trickle eerily through the 
air- 
lanes. Welles would give 
radio 
listeners the 
mild creeps. 
But 
little did he 
realize 
the other 
night that he was to plunge a vast 
audience into terror. 
For a youth who is 
not 
yet 
24. this is the climax in a turbu­ 
lent life. 
On Broadway he 
has 
been regarded for two years as 
the most exciting personality and 
most remarkable youth 
in 
the 
theater, and he is the 
pioneer 
spirit and star actor of the troupe 
which shot up like and iR called 
the Mercury. 
His broadcast the 
other night was a presentation of 
the Mercury Theater of the Air. 
It was only a year ago 
that 
W elles rocked blase theatergoers 
out of their seats to stand up und 
cheer for his stark production of 
‘Julius Caesar." 
That was 
the 
fuse that touched off the Mercury 
and skyrocketed the group to top 
ranking on Brodaway, 
Before the Mercury scraped to­ 
gether enough money to produce 
"Julius Caesar,” Welles was 
on 
the WPA rolls with the Federal 
Theater Project and there he had 
staged two smash hits for Uncle 
Sam —a negro performance 
of 
"Macbeth" and a highly stylized 
production 
of 
"Dr, 
Faustus." 
Then he was in the midst of pre­ 
paring Marc Blitzstein’s 
potent 
opera. "The Cradle Will Rock," 
under the WPA banner when of­ 
ficial refused to allow it to open 
in New York. 
Welles and the cast called 
a 
dramatic revolt. From the theater 
where "The Cradle Will Rock" 
was to have played, the 
entire 
company and a large 
audience 
marched uptown to 
an 
unused 
playhouse and gave a 
perform­ 
ance on the bare stage. 
It was 
charged with theatrical dynamite. 
The story broke. 
And W elles’ 
career with the WTPA came to un 
abrupt end. 
Not much time en­ 
sued after that evening and the 
founding of the Mercury Theater.

Bluffed W ay to Stag** 
Welles was 16 years old 
and 
fresh from tho Todd School 
in 
Woodstock. 111., 
(Illinois is his 
home) when he left America to 
take up landscape painting in the 
highlands of Scotland 
But on his first night in Dub 
Un. he visited the Gate Theater 
and paw tho Abbey Players. 
He 
discarded his brushes and easel 
the next morning, 
called 
back 
stage and introduced himself as a 
Theater Guild actor 
from 
New 
York. 
He never played anything 
but. leads, he told them, hut ho 
was willing to break a rule. 
So 
he was hired and his gift for mac­ 
abre make-up, his superb voice 
and his amazing talent kept blin 
employed in Ireland’s most 
fa­ 
mous theater for 4 0 weeks. 
But he had both the wanderlust 
and the stage in his blood and the 
mixture led him onward and up­ 
ward.

Members of the State Supervis­ 
ors Association and members of the 
State Association of Superintend­ 
ents of the Poor, are leading the 
fight in Michigan to bring about the 
defeat of the state 
welfare 
act, 
adopted by the last Michigan legis­ 
lature, but prevented from being 
placed in effect through the filing 
of a petition for a referendum upoti 
the law by all the voters of Michi­ 
gan. 
It is claimed by opponents of the 
law that it will p la c e welfare ex­ 
penditures In all counties of Michi­ 
gan, excepting Wayne, which Is ex­ 
empted from coming under the pro­ 
visions of the act, under the com­ 
plete domination of a state board 
appointed by the governor and will 
largely eliminate county supervi­ 
sion over relief expenditures within 
each county. 
It is pointed out by 
opponents 
of 
the 
measure 
that 
while county relief boards will be 
named under the law, their actions 
will be completely dominated by 
the B ta te hoard. 
M. S. Van Geisor, of Flint, presi­ 
dent of the State Association of 
Superintendents of the Poor, and 
diaries ITrein, president 
of 
the 
State Association of Supervisors, 
have been engaged in a tour of the 
upper peninsula, to acquaint the 
people of this section with provi­ 
sions of the proposed law, which 
will be voted upon by the electors 
of Michigan on November 8 and 
will appear as proposal No. 4 on 
the official ballot. 
"I hope the people of the state 
will so overwhelmingly defeat the 
state welfare reorganization meas­ 
ure that it will be a mandate o n 1 
the next legislature 
to 
write 
a 


clean, honest law that will be a 
benefit to 83 counties of the state,” 
Mr. Van Geisor declared in one of 
his addresses In the peninsula. 
Van Keisor said that the meas­ 
ure is "unconstitutional,’’ and pro­ 
motes class legislation. 
"If relief 
expenditures continue in the future 
as they have In the past, the pres­ 
ent tax system will break down,” 
lie said. 
Tho referendum on Act No. 257. 
of the public acts of 1937, Is an act 
to provide for the transfer of the 
administration of certain existing 
state public welfare and relief mat­ 
ters, services and duties 
to 
the 
state department of public assist­ 
ance created by the act 
and 
to 
abolish the various 
state 
depart­ 
ments, boards, commissions and of­ 
fices so transferred. 
"Governed by Board” 
Van Geisor pointed out that one 
section of the bill 
reads: 
"The 
board shall adopt rules and regu­ 
lations governing tile policies of 
the board. 
The board shall com­ 
ply with and be governed by the 
rules and regulations of the state 
department of public assistance.’’ 
“This new measure is worse than 
the present relief setup,” he de­ 
clared. 
"Its proponents say that 
the state department of public as­ 
sistance will administer minimum 
and reasonable 
standards of re­ 
lief,” but, he pointed out, the state 
department will be, under this law. 
the sole judge of those standards. 
Van 
Geisor also 
stated t Hat 
Wayne county was exempt from 
requirements of the new welfare 
relief bill and that 
it was given 
“home 
rule” of Its welfare prob­ 
lem and its welfare administration 


that is denied the other 82 counties 
In the state. 
He said that “Wayne 
county, in the past, has not met its 
state appropriation for relief, dollar 
for dollar.” 
Reading from sections of the bill 
and pointing out further Just what 
Is proposed by the new piece of 
legislation. Van Geisor declared the 
law 
state that “the 
commission 
shall be a body corporate and is 
hereby 
authorized to lease 
any 
lands under its jurisdiction and to 
do any other act or thing neces­ 
sary in carrying out provisions of 
the act.” 
Destroy "Home Rule” 
Urging all those in attendance 
to vote "No" on this measure in the 
next election. Van Geisor pointed 
out reasons why. he says, it should 
be defeated. 
He said the bill gives 
the state the right to license and 
inspect all religious and private 
homes caring for children and aged. 
He stated that under the meas­ 
ure, relief work would be central­ 
ized under state control and ad­ 
ministered by a board of five men, 
who, though appointed by the gov­ 
ernor, would be responsible lo no 
one. 
He said the bills contemplate 
building a permanent welfare and 
relief bureaucracy, and that under 
the new legislation, the existence 
of even legitimate 
private 
child- 
caring agencies would be jeopar­ 
dized. 
"The bills would destroy home 
rule 
government 
and 
would, 
if 
passed, abolish the soldiers’ and 
sailors’ 
relief 
commission 
and 
mothers’ pensions,” he added. 
It. was further stated that the 
welfare hills makes the commis­ 
sion a body-corporate with unlimit­ 
ed powers, that the proposed reor­ 
ganized welfare commission would 
have more power than police or the 
courts, 
that 
county 
departments 
would have to comply and be gov­ 
erned by the state department and 
that the bills give the proposed 


welfare commission the authority 
to license all private, public, and 
religious homes caring for children 
and aged people. 
"Doesn't Belong” 
The officials said that the pro­ 
posed legislation would force coun­ 
ties to pay for 
many 
additionid^ 
welfare services and that supef^P 
visors woud have to pay help but 
would have no right to hire. 
They declared emphatically that 
the present and proposed type of 
relief "doesn’t belong in the Amer­ 
ican system” and was intended to 
take over everything locally con­ 
trolled and the "home government 
on which the American system is 
founded.”

School, Dedicated 


A mural, depicting the founding 
of Ann Arbor, painted by Henry C. 
Roberts, member of a well known 
Flat Hock family, which is to the 
left of the main entrance of the 
University h i g h 
school at Ann Ar­ 
bor, was dedicated 
at appropriate cer­ 
emonies the latter 
part of October. 
The mural was 
painted by Mr. 
Roberts d u r i n g 
the school year 
1987-38 as a Works 
Progress 
Admin­ 
istration project. 
The history, on 
which the mural 
is based, tells of 
Henry Roberts john Allen, who 
in 1824, set out from Virginia to 
found a town somewhere in the 
Northwest At Cleveland, Ohio, he 
fell In with Elisha Walker Rumsey 
and his wife. Mary Ann, and pre­ 
vailed upon them to join him in his 
mission. Leaving Mrs. Rumsey in 
Detroit, the two men proceeded up 
the Huron river and tramped about 
until they reached a place favor- 
A b le to their plans, the present site 
W f Ann Arbor. 
A little later they 
went to Detroit and each purchased 
eighty acres from the government, 
locating the land on the federal 
survey of 1816. 
Having done this, 
the two men and the woman went 
back to the chosen site, taking TjfRh 
them an oz team and a store of 
provisions, blankets and such other 
equipment as would be necessary 
to their Immediate needs. 
The painting shows the little 
party on the bank of a creek which 
the Virginian named Allen Creek 
for himself and which now flows 
through 
an 
underground 
tunnel 
past Wines Field, across 
Main 
street, among the Wabash railroad 
tracks and on into the Huron river. 


Two Indians are shown 
in 
the 
painting, typical of those who went 
to Detroit each year to receive from 
the government a bounty for hav­ 
ing surrendered their lands to the 
white man. 
The border of the painting sug­ 
gests many things: the animal and 
bird life common to the region; the 
oak trees which served the early 
settlers for building and fuel; the 
setting sun toward which the fron­ 
tier was always moving; the East­ 
ern statesman who 
was 
forever 
talking about “manifest destiny,” 
and the wonders of the West; and 
the rugged pioneers who broke the 
soil and “paved the way to em­ 
pire.” 
Born In Flat Rook 
Henry Roberts, who was born in 
Flat Rock and attended school 
there during his early years, stu­ 
died at the Detroit School of Fine 
Arts and after winning the Scripps 
Whitcomb art prise, 
spent 
two 
years in France and Italy, working 
under Leger and Matisse. 
He re­ 
turned to this country, with his 
bride, Andree Qoubley of Paris, and 
continued his studies and his art 
work at his home in Flat Rock and 
later in Ann Arbor. 
He is now at work on a second 
painting which will depict the first 
Regents’ meeting for the founding 
of the University of Michigan.

Hank Greenberg Third 
In Baseball Writers 
Popularity Poll 


New York, Nov. 2 i(/p)— James 
Emory Foxx, Boston Red Sox slug­ 
ger, today was the first man in the 
history of baseball to be named 
“most valuable” three times In his 
career. 
Foxx, who made a gallant come­ 
back after being considered on 
the downward trail a year ago, 
and bothered all this year by a 
sinus infection, was overwhelm­ 
ingly voted best in the American 
League by the baseball writers of 
America. 
Of a possible 336 votes, Jolting 
Jim m ie polled 305 points and was 
named on every ballot. 
Of the 24 
ballots cast, 19 named him In the 
No. I spot and of the other five 
two selected him as second choice 
and one each ranked him third, 
fourth and fifth. 
A first-place nomination count­ 
ed 14 points, second 9, third 8, 
fourth 7, etc., a new point scoring 
system put into effect this year. 
Won in 1082 
As a member of the Philadel­ 
phia Athletics of a few years ago, 
Foxx won the award in 1932 and 
1933 when he batted .36 4 and 
.356, respectively. 
This year he led the American 
League in batting with a mark of 
.349 and was away out in front in 
runs batted in with a near-record 
174. 
He hit safely for 398 total 
bases, was second in home runs 
with 50, second in runs scored 
with 139 and third in total hits, 
197. 
Foxx was SI years old October 
22. 
He stands 5.11 and weighs 
185 pounds, bats and throws right- 
handed. 
In leading his league in 
batting, “Double-X” came from a 
meagre .285 in 1937, his lowest 
average since

The assistant pros­ 
ecutor. now J. C. MeGonagle. re­ 
ceives $1,080 from the county. 
Both have office space rented by 
the county, and are free to han­ 
dle legal business of their own as 
well as that of the county. 
The Delta county sheriff draws 
a salary of $2,300 per year, and 
lives in quarters provided by the 
county. 
William E. Miron is the 
present 
sheriff. 
Automobile al­ 
lowances are pard the sheriff, and 
he is responsible 
for 
handling 
several thousands of dollars a n ­ 
nually in board for prisoners. 
Ho 
has tinder hint an undersheriff, 
turnkey, and night officer, who 
draw $1,600 per year apiece. 
At j 
present 
these officers are John I 
Frederickson, 
Harold 
Johnston 
and Paul Creten. 
The county clerk s office 
now 
held by Peter A. LeClaire. draws 
a salary which was set at $2,850 j 
at the October budget meeting of j 
the board. An increase was grant- I 
ed because of the clerk’s addition­ 
al duties since the combining of 
the offices of county clerk and 
register of deeds, which will go 
into effect when newly elected of­ 
ficers take over on Ja n u a ry I.
